Dr. McCarty also used a blackboard on 


which he figured comparative costs of 
auto ambulances and horse drawn ve- 
hicles. He showed tha,! the cost.of the 
horse-drawn vehicle per annum would 
be S36SO, while with the electric auto. 
It would be S1030/ a saving of . 52650 
yearly. 
In 10 years' time there would 


be a saving on interest of 55830. Tho 
whole saving for a decade would be 
$32,330. He subtracted SGOO yearly from 
this for surgeons, and this In 10 vears 
would amount to 
S6000. This 
would 


mean an actual saving of 525,330. How- 
ever, he did not believe surgeons would 
be needed. 
-.To run the auto it would 


cost S5340 for two years; for a similar 
period with the horse-drawn vehicle it 
would cost $7000.

WASHINGTON. March 31.—A new 


weapon is being forged from the gov- 
ernment's experiences in dealing with 
monopolies pf trade and combinations 
of capital which, it Is was learned yes- 
terday, Attorney General Wickersham 
hopes to present to congress in tho be- 
lief" that it, will be incorporated, into 
la'vv.. Just what shape this proposed 
legislation wiU take-has not been made 
known by Mr. Wickersham. Under tho 
present laws the department of justice 
lias on several occasions

that

statutes -have become obsolete 


while litigation was being brought to a 
final decision. 


The attorney general told one of his 


callers yesterday that he considered the 
situation the greatest economic prob- 
lem before the world; that so-called 
unlaxvful combinations had grown far 
faster than the law and that the anti- 
trust statutes of the present time can- 
not hope to keep pace with all the con- 
ditions they are expected to remedy. 


The attorney general is giving the 


subject deep study. 
Within the next 


few. 
months ".may lake place the moot 


important steps toward regulations of 
combinations Jind monopolies since the 
passage of tho Sherman law. 


Several Instances of alleged combi- 


nations, whtch the department of jus- 
tice, so far. has .been powerless to at- 


tack because there was no law applica- 
ble to .them, have been brought to the 
attention 
of the 
attorney 
general. 


Prominent among'them is the so-called 
"money trust" in New York. 


The New York Clearing House asso- 


ciation recently had unofficial' notifi- 
cation that Attorney General Wicker- 
sham's attention had been called to it? 
methods of business. The association 
presented an informal statement of its 
methods to the department of justice. 
The association now understands, tacit-

It we take it as a pleasurable digres- 
sion then a digression of that sort it 
will amount to.: Jf we put something 
more serious into it, as is being dono 
In England -today, then we shall' get 
irtore solid benefits from it. 


The revival of the soirlt of chivalry 


Is arrived at In 
the movement, 
the 


question of developing personal honor; 
these are tho main points In the move- 
ment which underlies the progress of 
the Boy Scouts. 
This nation Is very largely a com- 


mercial one, ho said, and the short- 
comings of commercial nations <u'e rep- 
resented here. A desire to reestablish 
the feeling "of old knighthood in tho 
hearts and minds of the boys is tho 
root of the entire-movement. 
He read the "Scout's Oath;" not 


an oatli in the ordinary sense, but,ail 
affirmation to obey God, his country 
and his best self, and to help others. 
Scout law was also touched upon, the 
nine points of this 
were 
read. 
If 


scout law Is not followed, if he tells a 
falsehood or does not.obey orders giv- 
en to lilin. he may be deprived of hla 
standing as a scout. Ho must never ho 
a snob; ho must accept the other man 
as he finds him and make the best of 
it. He must be courteous and can ac- 
cept no reward for such courtesy. 


He must be kind to all animals and 


can kill one only when it is necessary 
to do so to secure food.

The salute consists of putting tho

The recent 
eruption Is tho first one of Importance 
since the A'merlcans took possession of 
the Island. In the words of ono ob- 
server: "For nearly 160 years the fire 
god of Taal had been lying quiet. Now 
he has made a new effort to free him- 
self. 
In doing this he has destroyed 


much of the work of man in the vicin- 
ity. 
Tho town of Tolisay, that was 


one of the four towna and ten villages 
destroyed, has had an especially hard 
struggle for existence. It was so much 
of an Insurgent town that the Span- 
lards burned It; then tho Americans 
mrtly burned It, and now the volcano 
las wiped out what was left." 


In 1754 occurred a famous eruption

He showed that the cost:of the 
horse-drawn vehicle per annum would 
be S36SO, while with the electric auto 
It would be 31030; a saving of S2850 
yearly. 
In 10 years' time there would 


be a saving on interest of $5530. 
The 


whole saving for a decade would be 
$32,330. He subtracted JCOO yearly from 
this for surgeons, and this In 10 years 
wpuid amount to 
$6000..-This would 


mean an actual saving of $20.330. How- 
ever, he did not believe surgeons would 
be/needed. 
To run the auto'it would 


cost S5340 for two years; for a similar: 
period with the horse-drawn vehicle It 
would cost $7000. 


The-city's business amounts to about 


$1,000,000 a year, lie said.

If we put something 
more serious into it, as Is being flono 
in England today, then we shall ge 
more solid benefits from It. 


The revival'of.the spirit of.chivalrj 


Is arrived at In' the movement, the 
Question of developing personal honor; 
these are the main points In the move- 
ment which underlies the pi-ogress of 
the Boy Scouts. 
l 


This 'nation is very largely a com- 


mercial one, he said, nnfl the short- 
comings of commercial nations are rep- 
resented here. A desire to reestablish 
the feeling of old knighthood In the 
hearts and minds of tho boys Is the 
root of the entire movement 


Ho read the "Scout's . Oath;" not 


an oath in tho ordinary sense,' but an 
affirmation to obey God, his country 
and his best self, and to help others. 
Scout law was also touched upon, >the 
nine points of this were 
read. 
It 


scout law is not followed, if ho tells a 
falsehood or does not obey orders giv- 
en (o him he may be deprived of his 
standing as a scout. He must never uo 
a snob; ha must accept the'other man 
as he finds him and make tho best of 
it. Ho must be courteous and can ac- 
cept no reward for such courtesy. 


He must be kind to oil animals .and 


can kill ono only when it Is necessary 
to do so to secure food. 
I£ a scout 


swears a cup of cold walhcr is poured 
down his sleeve by other scouts. 
A 


Boy Scout will sing and. vvhlstlo under 
all circumstances. 
The saUlto consists of putting the 


thumb over tho little finger with three 
fingers in tho air. 
It symbolizes tho 


three points of the oath. 
Whenever 


the salute •Is.givcn It means something 
serious. 
Th'o emblem represents what 


Is usually called fleur:do-lys, but it la 
called In tho ritual of the order, "Tho 
Sign of the North," a sign taken from 
the mariner's compass. 
This also In- 


dicates tho threo points in tho scout 
law. 


Grades of Scouts 


There are threo grades of scouts, 


Tonderfool. Second class, and 
First 


class. 
The requirements of the three 


classes were pointed out by Mr. Oarey. 
After the boy has been a tenderfoot 
one month he can' apply for member- 
ship as a second class scout. 
If he 


Is admitted he will have learned ele- 
mentary cooking, and something of 
swimming and out-door life. 
When a 


second class scout brings into the ten-' 
derfoot class a boy fully equipped to 
enter It then he can enter the first 
class. 


While there aro three general classes 


there'are altogether about 40 different 
tests .which may be applied. 
A boy 


may pass the fireman's test, or tho 
farmer's test. 
The boy must bo pre- 


pared to do certain things when Ihe 
opportunity presents Itself.

After tho age of 18 a boy can be- 


come an assistant scout master and 
when he has reached the ago of 21 he 
can become a scout master.

tion had been asked for'at intervals 
for'nearly a year and a half, and the 
fact'that the committee on lands and 
buildings Is now taking up the matter 
Is an'occasion for the 'heartiest com- 
mendation. 
School Seats and Desks 
1 ^'Another matter, similar in some re- 
Epects, .may be of Interest. - For forty 
years -there, has .been a-.difference of 
^opinion between the school committee 
and.-the city.council aa to.who should 
repair school seats and desks.' The 
theory on which the two departments 
do business Is' that the 
lands and 


buildings committee Is landlord 
and 


the school committee tenant 
If a 


J-qof leaks It Is obviously the landlord's 
duty to repair it; If a teacher's (mov- 
able) chair Is broken the school com- 
mittee cheerfully accepts the duty of 
replacing it, but the disposition,of some 
other, repairs or replacements Is not so 
clear.V The school .committee has held, 
for Instance, that fixed furniture was a 
part of the , equipment 
of a 
school 


building which should not only be fur- 
nished, by the city 'council, but should 
also be kept In'repair- by 
the same 


body. : The council has taken a differ- 
ent view, with a result that 
furniture 


has often been.left;lincared for when 
other repairs were made. 
In the last 


ten years, however, several 
superin- 


tendents of buildings have accepted 
service in this particular, and have put 
in repair the fixed furniture In .fifty or 
more school rooms. 
In 1910 the mat- 


ter was referred to the city solicitor, 
who

might do the work, but with such lean- 
ing towards . the . cllj-

Now, as iwas said before, the 


school committee has been trying to 
dodge this Job for forty years at least, 
but it no one else will do It, It Is evi- 
dent that the committee will be forced 
to fake it in hand. The furniture from 
long neglect, is much of It in very bad 
condition, and If the school committee 
does repair It Ihe expense may .bo con- 
siderable; possibly more than would 
have been accepted without, 
much 


complaint If It could have been done 
by the lands and buildings committee.
